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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
Status of Application/Amendment/Claims 

Applicant's response filed 1/13/2010 has been considered. 

Applicant's amendment to the claims, filed 1/13/2010, has been entered. With entry of 
Applicant's amendment, claims 25, 26, 29, 30, and 35-42 were pending. 

In addition, an examiner's amendment to the record appears below. With entry of the 
Examiner's amendment to the claims, below, claims 25, 30, 35, 38, 39, and 42 are pending and 
allowed. 

Interview Summary 

Telephonic conversations were held between the Examiner and Attorney for Applicant, 
Paul Jenny, during the week of 3/3 1/2010 and 4/5/2010, regarding claim language that would 
place the application in condition for allowance without the need for further Office Actions. 
Specifically, the Examiner pointed out that limiting the length of the claimed probes and 
restricting claims 25 and 30 to the isolated nucleic acid sequences SEQ ID NO: 159 and 6821380, 
RNA sequences encoded by these sequences, and complements thereof, would place the 
application in condition for allowance. The Attorney and Examiner agreed upon an Examiner's 
amendment, which is set forth below. 

Specification 

Applicant's amendment to the specification filed 1/13/2010 is acknowledged. The 
amendment has been entered and the objection withdrawn. 
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An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Attorney for Applicant, Paul Jenny, on 4/6/2010 and 4/7/2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 25 has been rewritten as follows: An isolated nucleic acid consisting of a 
sequence selected from the group consisting of: 

(a) SEQIDNO:159; 

(b) an RNA encoded by (a), wherein the RNA is identical in length to (a); and 

(c) the complement of any one of (a) or (b), wherein the complement is identical in 
length to the nucleic acid of (a) or (b). 

Claim 26 has been cancelled. 
Claim 29 has been cancelled. 

Claim 30 has been rewritten as follows: An isolated nucleic acid consisting of a 
sequence selected from the group consisting of: 

(a) SEQIDNO:6821380; 

(b) an RNA encoded by (a), wherein the RNA is identical in length to (a); and 

(c) the complement of any one of (a) or (b), wherein the complement is identical in 
length to the nucleic acid of (a) or (b). 
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Claim 36 has been cancelled. 
Claim 37 has been cancelled. 

Claim 39 has been rewritten as follows: An oligonucleotide probe of 16-120 nucleotides 
in length, wherein the probe comprises the nucleic acid of claim 25. 
Claim 40 has been cancelled. 
Claim 41 has been cancelled. 

Claim 42 has been rewritten as follows: An oligonucleotide probe of 16-120 nucleotides 
in length, wherein the probe comprises the nucleic acid of claim 30.
